George F. Willett of the American |

cause of this great reduction was the 
adoption by the town of a system of 
taxing real estate at its full value; this 
was found impossible, however, in tax- 
ing personal property, as the present 
law does not permit an eyttitable ad- 


justment of the tax on this class of |, 


property. 

He favored the Governor's proposition 
because in his opinion it would give a 
taxation svstem which can be enforced. 
He believed it much more equitable to 
compel a man to give up a part of his 
profits than to require that he shall 
surrender a part of his ¢ — in return 
for the privilege of doing business. 

Joseph Walker, speaker of the House 
of Representatives, favored the amend- 
ment, but urged a change of a single 
word, “may” for “shall” in the clause 
providing for the exemption of taxation 
of. property the income from which is 
taxed. 

He agreed with the Governor that in- 
tangible personal property such as 
stocks and bonds should be exempted 
from the general property tax, now as- 
sessed and collected locally, and should 
be subjected to a uniform and reasonable 
income tax assessed and collected by 
the state. 

“The present general property tax, as 
it is applied locally to intangible per- 
sonal property,” said Speaker Walker, 
“is condemned by every thoughtful stu- 
dent of taxation. It is not and cannot 
be uniformly collected. It results in eva- 
sion and injustice.

agement at the time the dividend was 
lowered. 

The report says, in part: “It is, of 
course, difficult to form any, concrete es- 
timate as to the amount of the corporate 
income which will result from the opera- 
tions of May and June, but inasmuch 
as the larger proportion of the increased 


rwage schedules had gone into effect in 


May, 1910, and there will probably be a 
considerable saving in taxes as compared 
with last year, it would appear that 
there is reasonable prospect of expecting 
that the next corporate income for May 
and June will show some increase. 

“This increase has been estimated by 
the financial vice-president as perhaps 
$100,000 above the same period for 1910. 
If this forecast be correct, it is not 
unreasonable to believe thay the next 
corporate income for the present fiscal, 
year ending June 30, 191), mygy be a 
5um not in excess of $500,000. 

The report says further that large ex- 
penditures for labor and materials have 
been required in common with other rail- 
yoads, and that while the gross revenue 
from transportation shows an increase 
during the 10 months ending March 31, 
191h, over the same period in 1910, oper- 
ating expenses show a mpich larger in- 
crease for that period. The board esti- 
mates that if the maximum estimate for 
increased revenue for the year ending 
June 30, 1911, is fulfilled, the minimum 
estimate for expenditures .will show a 
net corporate income for dividends con- 
siderably less than for the year ending 
June 30, 1910. 

“In other words,” the report concludes, 

“under the best and most favorable an- 
ticipated conditions, the earnings of the 
Boston & Maine railroad for the year 
ending June 30, 1911, will-be consider- 
ably less than for the year ending June 
30,1910. This result, which speaks for 
itself, is probably sufficient reason why 
the dividend hasbeen lowered.” 

In addition to the labor and ‘material 
expenditures of the company the board 
points out that the road is ‘devoting 
large sums of money to improvements 
for which capital is required, which by- 
reason of the dividend requirements af- 
fects the dividend rate. The board does 
not hold the latter condition to be a 
permanent one or that increased earn- 
ings in the future may not result in 
a more favorable condition of affairs.

Information is made public by thé 
Massachusetts state highway commis- 
sion, received from the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company in- 
dicating a heavy decrease, dué to the 
new Boston and suburban rate schedule, 
in the company’s revenue, based on the 
first four months of the year. 

In a letter to the highway commission 
President Keller submits a statement by 
E. W. Longley, auditor and comptroller 
of the company, who says that “this re- 
duction in gross revenue in the Boston 
and suburban district is at the rate of 
$480,000 annually. While this apparent 
reduction in revenue is greater than was 
estimated by the Massachusetts highway 
commission, the difference is undoubtedly 
owing to the fact that certain sources of 
recoupment, notably the partial measur- 
ing of the present unrestricted A service, 
will not be noticeable in the revenue of 
the company until later in the year. 

“From present indications it would 
seem to be clear that when the entire 
service in this district is being fur- 
nished under the new schedule, the re- 
duction in annual*revenue is not likely 
to be more than $400,000 or less than 
$300,000.”

NEW YORK-—An extension of the 
svstem of clearing house examinations of 
the banks, now being organized by the 
Clearing House Association here and al- 
ready in force in Chicago and St. Louis, 
the two other central reserve cities, is 
being fostered by Controller of the Cur- 
rency Murray. 

Although the controller has no power 
to compel banks to accept examinations 
under clearing house authority, his in- 
fluence is sufficiently strong to be effec- 
tive. 

The National City Bank, which is in 
close touch with the’ national banking 
department, in its June circular makes 
the prediction that of the reforms in 
contemplation by the controller “it is ex- 
pected that the extension of the clear- 
ing house examination system will first 
engage his attention.” 

Besides the three central reserve cities. 
which have already adopted the clearing 
house examination system, about a dozen 
of the 47 reserve cities have a similar 
system in successful practice. 

On April 28 the date of the latest 
figures available for the controller’s of- 
fice, the banking power of the United 
States was figured at $20,864,369.146. Of 
this about 53 per cent was lodged in the 
central reserve and reserve city banks, 
and more than 25 per cent, or $5,613,000,- 
N00, was in the central reserve cities 
alone, while more than another one 
fourth, or $4,459,000,000, was represented 
by the banking strength of the 47 reserve 
cities. 

The’ figures compiled by the eontroller 
in 1909 showed that of the total individ- 
ual‘deposits of $7,897 ,000,000 in the banks 
of-the country 29 per cent was in the 
central reserve cities and 24 per cent 
*in the reserve cities. Of the country’s 
total of $9,924,000.000 of loang and dis- 
counts, the central reserve cities held 
‘ 24.54 per cent and the reserve cities 24.15 
per cent. The City Rank circular says: 

“The controller feels that in these fig- 
ures, showing that one fourth of total 
resources, individual deposits and loans, 
in the United States is centralized in 
47 reserve cities, there is a strong argu- 
ment for the adoption of the best method 
of examination and supervision which 
has yet been developed in the history of 
banking.”

C. W. EATON GIVES 
TECH $10,000 FOR 
CAMP: BUILDINGS 


Dr, Maclaurin. president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology has 
received $10,000 from Charles W. Eaton 
‘85, as the latest contribution to the 
funds of the institute. The gift is for 
the specific purpose of constructing pef- 
manent buildings at the Technology 
summer camp on Gardner lake, Maine. 

Mr. Eaton is a Haverhill business man, 
for a time an instructor in the institute 
and more lately in the business of im- 
proving harbors. Having finished work 
at: Perto Rico, he has even more recently 
completed ca contract with the: Danish 
government, furnishing a new harbor for 
St. Thomas in the Lesser Antilles. A 
previous gift of his was in the form of 
a fund for a loan scholarship, which he 
so arranged that needed money—to be 
repaid later—is handed some deserving 
student. 

Prof. C. H. Peabody, head of the. de- 
partment of naval architecture and 
marine enginering, has been designated 
delegate to the jubilee meeting of the 
Institution of Naval Architects of Great 
Britain from the American Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers, 
of which he is a member of the council. 
The meétings are.to be held in London, 
July 3-8, and are virtually, an interha- 
tional congress since invitations are ex- 
tended to societies of the United States, 
Germany. France, Italy and Japan to be 
represented. 

The department of naval architecture 
and marine engineering has begun in its 
laboratories a series of standardization 
tests in view of work by its students 
from the Unifed States navy who are 
detailed by the department to study at 
Tech. Next week the work will be 
transferred to ‘the torpedo boat de- 
strovyer Sterrett, which has been ordered 
to Boston by the department especially 
for the tests. 

Two of the students, naval officers, 
R. T. Hanson and J. C. Hunsaker, assist- 
ant naval constructors, U. S. N., under 
the eye of Prof. C. H. Peabody, head of 
the department at the’ institute, are 
trying their device in the 300,000 pound 
testing machine in the laboratory of the 
mechanical engineers. 

Salmon W. Wilder, chairman of the 
Newton high school scholarship com- 
mittee, in an address before the high 
school students on Wednesday, an- 
nounced the establishment of a scholar- 
ship from that school in thé Institute 
of Technology. The scholarship provides 
for the payment of the tuition fee of 
$250 for one year at the institute.

HERE are two distinct classes of 
earpets: ordinary woven fabrics and 
pile fabrics. The former have a flat sur- 
face, like other knitted or woven fa- 
brics, and are variously known as in- 
grain or Kidderminster carpets. Ingrain, 
in this country, is the same as Scottish 
or Kidderminster in Europe. The term 
ingrain, as applied to carpets, originally 
{ designated a fabric where the wool was 
colored . before carding and spinning. 
This is not the case now, as the yarn is 
mostly manufactured béfore coloring. 
The reasons for this change are the great. 
variety of colors now used in ingrain 
carpets, the constant changing of styles, 
and the saving of ‘expense by coloring 
the yarn after it is spun. An ingrain 
carpet is reversible, but the relation of 
} colors on one side is opposite to that on 
the other. If there is.a green design on 
a yellow ground on one side, for in- 
stance, there will be a yellow design 
on a green ground on the other. Ingrain 
carpet is made in two piles, consisting of 
a worsted or cotton warp and a wool 
filling. The surface is flat, or unpiled, 
since the weaving is not interrupted by 
the use of wires or other devices to raise 
the warp threads.

Pianos allowed to remain out of tune 
for a long time lose the power to keep in 
tune after tuning. The strings lose their 
elasticity. Arrange for the tuning to 
take place just after the furnace is 
started for the winter. This insures a 
reasonably even degree of heat, Have it 
tuned again in midwinter and be sure to 


j have the next tuning just after the heat 


is shut off for the summer and again in 
midsummer. . 

Keep the piano scrupulously free from 
dust. Use a soft dust rag such as is 
used to dust polished furniture. Every 
time the tuner comes is a good time to 
dust the inside of the instrument, ag the 
tuner usually takes off the front boards 
of upright pianos and the lids of grand 
pianos. Dust the insidexearefully so as. 
not to injure the delicate construction. 
Where a rag cannot easily be used a 
light feather duster will do. Wipe the 
kevs daily with a damp, soft cloth mois- 
tened with plain water, Close the piano 
always after using to keep out dust, as 
also the changes of temperature.

Total Thus Far This Year Is 
Much Larger Than for 
Corresponding Period of 
Previous Year. 


NEW YORK-—So far this year the out- 
put of new securities has reached the 
large aggregate of $992,320,950, an in- 
crease of $75,029,350 by comparison with 
the first five months of 1910, according tg 
the compilations made by the Journal] of 
Commerce. This increase to nearly 
$1,000,000,000 is in the face of a falling 
off in the output of industrial bondé*and 
stocks aggregating about $89,000,000 less 
than in.the previous year. ; 

Industrial financing in the form of 
notes so far this year has been $31,176,- 
000, or approximately $10,000,000 more 
than the total of this class last year. The 
great increase, however, has been in rail- 
road securities of all classes, but partic- 
ularly in notes. The railroad issues of 
the five months have reached the total of 
$719,064,000, which is $154,372,000-‘more 
than for*the same period last year. 

Railroad note issues in the périod in- 
creased by $99,230,000 to $234,410,000. 
Railroad bonds put out aggregate $420,-

any particular day of the week 
as is popularly believed, but 
stands for ‘cessation from 
work,” hence “a period of rest.” 
Sunday sjmply means the first 
day of the week and had no 
original connection with the Sabbath 
which the Hebrews celebrate on Satur- 
day, or the seventh day of the week. 

In the account of creation given in the 
Bible we read that “God blessed the 
seventh day, and sanctified it: because 
that in it he had rested from all his 
work.” A cclebrated Bible commentator 
has said that after God had perfected 
His universe ‘He took pleasure and was 
satisfied in all those discoveries of His 
own perfections in the works of , His 
hands.” This figuratively suggests the 
thought of the divine Mind’s unfoldment 
in countless forms or manifestations, and 
‘ft would seem divinely natural that God 
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objectified ideas. 

Under the provisions of the Levitiral 
law the observance of the Sabbath be- 
came so literal and forthal that the peo- 
ple generally lost the original meaning 
of the word. In the time of Isaiah we 
find him endeavoring to -reawaken the 
spiritual 2 nevi of the day of rest 
and exhorting the people to “call the 
Sabbath a delight.” He urged his hear- 
ers to turn away from their own’ ways 
and finding their own pleasures and 
speaking their own words, saying “Then 
shalt th6u delight thyself in the Lord.” 
Isaiah evidently realized that all real 
good is’a reflection of the one infinite 
good and that a limited human sense of 
good must be corrected. He also saw 
that one could not reaHy keep the Sab- 
bath as if it were a hardship, but that 
laying aside one’s own plans and pleas- 
ures for a time in-order to think about 
God should be a delight rather than a 
duty. 

Christian Science throws an entirely 
different light upon the Sabbath than 
that entertained by some other forms of 
}religion. It lays less stress upon the 
formal observance of any special day of 
the week and endeavors to maintain. a 
perpetual Sabbath through 
from material cares and anxieties. It 
fully accords with the teachings of Jesus 
who said, “The Sabbath was made for 
man; and not man for the Sabbath.”

WHueEN the affairs of the common people of 
: any country are in the hands of'a few; 
The Price when absolutism on the one side and pater- 

| nalism on the other prevent or discourage 
of the masses from taking an active interest 
and an active part in the transaction of 
their own business, the faults that are dlis- 
coverable in a democracy, and discernible 
by its friends and enemies alike, have no 
existence. People deprived of liberty do 
not, *for obvious reasons, abuse it. When freedom of speech and 
action is restricted there is less cause to complain of popular mis- 
takes. The plain people make mistakes in government only w ner 
they have opportunities of making them. 

This is a period of correction and reform. In all acne 
where the people have a voice in government and an unmuzzled 
press they are either complaining of the mess they are making of 
things in certain particulars, or they are having their mistakes 
voiced for them—a wholesome sign in both respects—or those who 
are not so particular with regard to the continuance ‘and growth 
of democratic ideas are engaged in making capital out of the pop- 
ular blunders. 

Everything is not as it should be in the United States, and in 
Great Britain, the two representative democracies of the world. 
Everything is not as it should be in France, where democracy must 
still fight every foot of its way. Wherever people are claiming the 
right to manage their own affairs they are making mistakes more 
or less serious, but they are not, for this reason, likely to surrender 
the freedom they have won, no matter how specious may be the 
appeals of those who would curb their liberties “for their good.” 

Correction and reform are much needed wherever democracy 
rules. The United States is by no means alone in the need of 
better: political methods. These are not going to come, however, 
through the abandonment of a single inch of the ground gained 
by the plain people. What is most necessary. is that “the individual 
citizen, plain or otherwise, shall be better educated for the per-

The necessity ‘which policy now imposes upon the President 
and the attorney -general, to back up the ruling of the highest 
judicial tribunal, will not alter the force’ of the President’ s state- 
ment as to presumable harm that may follow. Nor is this all. The 
query already has arisen and found expression: Given a judicially 
advised and formulated plan of business reconstruction, such as 
has been ordered for the American ‘Tobacco Company, and 1s it, 
because of its.origin, shielded from furthér criticism, judicial or 
Gtherwise, if under the test of experience ‘it proves unjust? 

The American people, we believe, are in a mood for lessening 
rather than increasing the relations of the courts with business. 
A proposition to make the courts aids to corporation reconstruction, 
even for the best of motives, seems hardly opportune. Burden of 
proof as to the legality of organization or reorganization should rest 
on business administrators. “The courts should define what is rea- 
sonable restraint of trade and what is not, and later decide whether 
new administrative policies and methods are permissible in the light 
of their definitions. But judges should hardly be called upon both 
to define principles and to w ork out the details of their application.

CERTAIN Democrats seem to think Mr. Bryan’s wool statement

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THE medium used, the method followed and 
the field occupied by W. S. Gilbert in his 
satire of the social life of the Great Britain 
of his time were quite different from those 
of his predecessors, Thackeray, Pope, Swift, 
Dryden, Marvell and Butler. Far larger 
also was the pecuniary reward that came to 
him. With Sullivan, he found a wavy of 
turning talent into coin of the realm, even 
though playing the role of censor as well as 
entertainer. Wedding sense with nonsense, skill in character: read- 
ing with art in characterization, penetrating judgment of ethical 
values with stylistic precision and dexterity, he brought into exist- 
ence a series of comic operas that proved thetr grip on English- 
using peoples. While nominally existing only to entertain, they 
really admonish. Creatures of the imagination, many of the char- 
acters have become as real ‘as those of Shakespeare, and to strata 
of society where the higher forms of music and versification make 
no appeal. Moreover, in the work of Gilbert there is to be found 
a purity of thought, cleanliness of speech and absence of rancor 
and lust of cc.iflict that make him superior to men like Marvell 
and Swift and most of his compatriots who have’been satirists. 

This, in part of course, must be credited to the altered stand- 
ards of the time. Anatole France uses quite different methods 
from. Voltaire in attacking and undernmmning forces and institutions 
for which his contempt is quite as deep as that which actuated his 
vitriolig predecessor. The foe of evils and follies who elects satire 
as his weapon today has to wield it as a rapier and not as a blud- 
geon. The amenities of an Addison or a Le Sage, the verbal dex- 
terity and polish of an Alexander Pope, are more likely to win 
the patronage of the reading public and the sanction of society at 
large than imitation of the methods of either Swift or Thackeray. 
It is not the age of the dogmatist. Men’s judgments ’ in theology 
and politics,,as in ethics and philosophy, are pragmatic. Profound 
institutional changes are going on that make against unqualified 
judgments both as to what will and what ought’to be. The attitude 
of most men is mildly defensive rather than sharply aggressive. 
Naturally the form of satire reflects the social mood. 

W hy the United States, which just at present ‘is entering upon 
a new and contentious period of its history, and has such sharp 
contrasts between its theories and its practises as usually provide 
tich soyl for satire, has so little of it of a high quality is a per- 
plexing query. Only one classic—Lowell’s “Biglow Papers '—has

A 
spectator of such a parade as this is can 
hardly fail to be impressed with its beneficent effect upon all who 
share in it, whether human or sub-human, whether participant or 
onlooker. Pictorially considered it is full of color, variety, and 
change. ‘As an administrative problem it is handled with conspicuous 
success, so that it moves with celerity and sureness to its goal. 
Purely as a spectacle of organization and efficient management it 
commands admiration. It draws to watch it a variety of elements 
of the population not often found in proximity, and thus it has an 
assimilating influence through the common bond of interest created. 
But underneath all of the satisfaction to be derived frem the 
parade as a “moving picture” and as a thrilling display of equine 
power and high-breeding: is the deeper joy of witnessing a scene 
only made possible by creation of higher standards of sympathy 


and justice’ toward animals by men. The fundamental motive of.

This neumatic 
is no Jess than an attempt to apply the vac- Street 
uum process to street cleaning. “Comumis- 
sioner Edwards of the street. cleaning 
department has obtained an allowance of 
$75,000 from the board of estimate, that 
he may be enabled to give the pneumatic’ 
system a thorough trial. A company that makes machines by which 
the dirt is sucked up from a rapidly revolving broom within a 
hood will be given an opportunity to demonstrate the value of its 
apparatus. I ach mac hine will be fented to the city at the rate of 
48 cents for every 1000 square yards of street cleaned. 

A committee of the board of estimate has already witnessed 
a test of the machine which seemed to be successful, yet a doubt 
still exists as to whether it may be altogether depended upon to do 
the work: required. The committee stated that, while flushing the 
streets proved an efficacious method-of cleaning them, it clogged 
the sewers and involved heavy expense far the removing of dirt 
from the curb and the cleaning of catch basins. 

It would seem trom the development of*the vacuum system 
thus far that it can be applied successfully to the cleanjng’ of streets 
having a hard surface. Not only asphalt and block pavements 
should be properly subject to the pneumatic process, but roadways 
thoroughly treated with oil. There can hardly be a question as to 
the desirability of the vacuum. system over any other method from 
the point ot cleanliness. If the cost is not greatly heyond that ot 
l:and labor, all the argument should be in favor of its adoption. 

New York, at all events, is willing to invest $75,000 in the 
experiment, and an expression of the hope that it may prove prof- 
jiable not only to the metropolis but to all other cities is as legitimate 
as it is natural.

ation has resolved that the press agent shall 
be suppressed, it is questionable whether that 
is the wisest method of procedure.. The 
excuse for the existence of the press agent |}. 
is legitimate, generally speaking. in no i Press Agent 
smail degree is he engaged not so much to ae 
get things tmto the newspapers as to keep 
them out, or to have them appear in such a 
manner,as to do no injustice to the interest 
that employs him. In a majority of cases, whether this interest be 
a theater or an industrial concern, information relating to it is sought 
by the newspapers because it is of interest to the new Spaper reader 
The value of an item of news is not impaired in the estimation of 
a competent editor because it is handed in by a press agent, or 
because its publication may in some way or other benefit the 
interest that employs such an agent. 

No well-conducted newspaper will bar from its cota that 
which is real news simply because its publication may be helpful 
to an individual, a firm, a corporation or a combine. On the con- 
trary, it will seek to give puplicity to that class of intelligence which 
helps rather than to that which hurts. No journal is departing 
either from true ethics or good judgment when it unhesitatingly and 
freely commends the good in everything. The editor who keeps 
constantly in view the rights of the reader as well as‘ the welfare 
of his newspaper will not need to consult an advertising rule in 
order to determine the value of the matter. If he be worthy of his 
place, he is guided by another standard. He may be deceived, but 
he is seldom deceived twice in the same way or by the same person. 
The press agent who violates the confidence he has gained in the 
editorial room, who undertakes to make commercial use of it, who 
abuses his privilege, suppresses himself, and he does it with all neces- 
sary expedition. 

It would-not be fair for newspapers to regard any class of 
people, whatever their calljng, with habitual distrust. The press 
agent, like all ether workers—and he is by no means among the 
least of the intelligent hard workers of the period—must be taken 
for what he ts individually. Aside from the tact that his profession 


is one demanded by the exigencies of present-day conditions, and 


may be as honorable in itself as any other, he is usually engaged in 
the not altogether unworthy task, even when seeking unpurchasable 
publicity in his employer’s behalf, of presenting the better and 
brighter side of things or propositions under the public eye, and, 
perhaps, under public criticism and disapproval. It may be that his 
effort sometimes is to make the best of a poor case, but as a rule 
his work contributes to the great business of getting all the facts 
before the public. 
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THERE seems to be no reason why members of the cabinet 
should not frequent the halls of Congress, 1f they care to let it 
be known that they can spare. the time. 
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WITH an ex- President saying the war is not so bad, and the 
President expressing the hope that universal peace be established, 
people beyond the hring line hav e the spectacle without the damage.
